The steamer 
conveying , the consignment 
arrived in Hongkong only the day 
before yesterday, when the ship- 
ment was duly taken delivery of. 
When one of the boxes came to 
be opened, it was found that in- 
stead of containing the gold coin 
it was filled with scrap iron. 


The value of the gold extracted 
is pretty considerable, but as the 
police are now at work upon the 
cage it is thought. advisable to 
give no further information re- 
garding either the ship the “dud” 
box come in, particularise the 
Bank affected or the value of the 
stolen coin. 


Whether the bor was placed 
atoard the vessel in that condi- 
tion, whether the exchange of 
iron for gold tock place during 
the voyage, or whether the theft 
took place in Hongkong after the 
ship arrived, are the questions 
into which the Police aré now 
investigating.

“Tartan” ig.an English word, 
and, according to ’ Forster, 
Finanoial Sodretaffjto the War 
Office, has an English meaning— 
“Tt ix a technical term applicable 
ton particular make of material 
irrespective of colour.” 

Highlanders can never think 
of tartan—or to give it its proper 
Gaelic name. Brehcan—without 
colour, as the whole series of 
tartans are distinguished by their 
“ rexpective colours.” A popular 
English encylapacdia sayx tartan 
is “.n woollen fabric of checkered 
pattern, and generally many- 
coloured, worn in the Highlands 
of Scotland as kilt or plaid. Each 
clan wears a particulary coloured 
pattern as its distinctive dress, 
In the Scottish Lowlands a black 
and white checekersd plaid known 
as shepherd's tartan is worn!” 

It is now no lorger a subject 
of ridicule as it seems to have 
been to Max O'Rell, who, after 
he had been to Glasgow. wrote. 
‘This tartan servoe ax ao hood 
when it ia cold. as an umbrella 
when it rains, as a blanket in 
winter and a mattress in stimmer, 
as a basket when they go te 
market, a towel when they do 
their dry polishing. ora cradle 
in which they carry their nables.” 

Tartan claims a hoary 
antiquity, If it was not fashion- 
able in “the days when wild in 
wood the noble savage ran.” its. 
designer must even then have 
been at work. [t is asserted that 
the first Scotsman to wear it was 
Malcolm Canmore, to whom it 
was brought by hie Engsish queen 
Margaret. But this origin of 
tartan cannot of course be uccept- 
ed by ao Scotsman. In any case 
it must have been fashionable 
towards the end of the fifteenth | 
century, for we find that James ;
